Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington  for  the  year  ended  Slst  December,  1963. 

The  arrangement,  whereby  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington  had  the 
services  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Deputy  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council,  was  terminated 
during  the  year.  Mr,  Watson  and  Mr,  Overbury  have  already  presented  to  you 
their  Annual  Report  for  1963.  While  I appreciate  the  reasons  leading  to  the 
tennination  of  the  agreement,  I,  personally,  am  very  sorry  to  lose  two 
colleagues  who  were  always  very  easy  to  work  with  and  whose  work  was  efficient 
and  of  the  highest  order.  I am,  therefore,  taking  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
them  for  the  help  and  support  which  they  gave  so  very  willingly  over  the  years 
since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Bollington, 

I have,  as  in  previous  years,  included  an  extract  of  my  Annual  Report 
to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  which  I hope  will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

The  population  of  the  district,  according  to  the  Registrar  General's 
estimate  at  mid-1963,  shows  only  a tiny  increase  of  10  persons,  tj  a’ total  of 
5,700*  The  number  of  live  births  has  again  increased  slightly  to  a total  of 
98  and  the  number  of  deaths  has  fallen  from  1962' s hi^  level  of  85  to  72,  this 
number  being  the  quinquennial  average.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was, 
therefore,  26. 


I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  interest  and  help  they  have  given  to  the  Department,  and, 
also,  to  the  officers  of  the  other  departments  for  their  friendly  help  and 
co-operation,  v;hich  has  been  freely  given.

(b)  INFANT  MORTALITY 

During  the  year,  there  were  two  neonatal  deaths,  one  male  and  one  female 
this  resulting  in  a neonatal  death  rate  of  20. 40.  There  v/ere  none  in 
1962,  the  rates  for  I96I  and  I96O  being  10.57  and  37*05  respectively. 

In  addition,  there  were  two  male  infant  deaths  over  the  age  of  1 month, 
but  under  12  months,  thus,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  4O.8I  per 
thousand  live  births,  a very  high  rate  indeed  and  one  which  I hope  will 
not  be  repeated  in  future  years.

The  number  of  deaths,  v/hich  was  72,  v/as  much  less  than  in  1962.  The 
proportion  of  persons  dying  over  the  age  of  65  years  fell  from  1962 's 
very  high  percentage  of  77^  to  65%>  this  being  the  same  percentage  as 
occurred  in  I96I.  18  persons  aged  65  years  and  over  died  in  hospital, 

this  representing  nearly  405^  of  all  deaths  over  the  age  of  65  years. 

(d)  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  register  was  not  altered  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year,  there  being 
no  new  notifications,  deaths  or  cases  removed  from  the  register.  The 
fact  that  no  nev/  cases  have  been  notified  for  six  years  is  most 
satisfactory,  but  there  can  be  no  slackening  of  the  effort  to  prevent 
the  disease  from  occurring,  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  get  the 
parents  of  children  of  school  leaving  age  to  agree  to  have  their  children 
protected  by  B.C.G.  vaccination.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  ny  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 

December,  1963.  This  is  the  fifth  such  Report  I have  given  to  you  on  the 

work  of  the  Department  in  the  Division  and  includes  many  statistics  v/hich 
are  of  great  interest.  Hovvever,  the  work  is  constantly  growing  as  Macclesfield 
Borough  and  Bollington  Urban  District  develop  and  can  be  better  illustrated  by 
comparing  the  v^ork  done  during  1963  v;ith  that  done  in  my  first  year  as  your 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  in  1959. 

The  number  of  births  has  increased  considerably  from  576  to  754  1^ 
the  years  1959  and  1963  respectively,  therefore,  it  is  not  surprising  that, 
during  the  same  period,  the  number  of  hospital  confinements  and  home  confinements 
increased.  Hov/ever,  hospital  confinements  only  increased  by  28,  to  a total  of 
350  > v/hereas  the  number  of  home  confinements  rose  by  I40,  to  a total  of  404» 

this,  of  course,  resulting  in  much  extra  work  for  the  mid\7ives  in  the  Division. 

It  also  follows  that  there  is  much  additional  work  for  the  Health  Visitors  and, 
in  this  period,  their  visits  to  children  under  the  age  of  twelve  months  have 
increased  from  2,918  to  3»963»  for  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 
years  the  increase  in  visits  is  from  4>110  to  5j284.  I am  quite  sure  that  this 
volume  of  work  could  not  have  been  achieved  if  the  need  for  a Domestic  Help 
Supervisor  had  not  been  accepted  by  the  Cocmiittee  and,  thus,  v/hen  the  Domestic 
Help  Supervisor  v/as  appointed,  the  Health  Visitors  were  relieved  of  some  5OO 
time-consuming  visits  per  year.  The  work  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  has 
increased  steadily  during  the  period  and  the  number  of  home  helps  has  increased 
by  16,  thereby  enabling  354  persons  to  receive  help  in  the  year  1963 > as 
compared  to  255  ia  the  year  1959*  The  hours  \7orked  by  the  helps  have  also 
increased  by  some  12,318  hours  - nevertheless,  I feel  that  the  Service  is  not 
yet  fulfilling  its  full  potential. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  new  Service  of  Chiropody,  which  was 
started  on  the  1st  October,  1959>  and  which,  in  that  year,  was  given  to  183 
persons.  The  Service  has  steadily  grovm  and,  in  1963 > chiropody  was  given  to 
446  persons,  the  total  number  of  treatments  being  2,343. 

It  was  in  1959  that  the  County  Health  Committee  approved  plans  for 
the  development  of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  these  to  include  a nev;  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  Adult  Training  Centre  in  Macclesfield.  In  1963 > work  was 
continued  on  these  Centres,  although  somewhat  held  up  by  the  bad  v;eather  in 
the  early  months  of  the  yoaiu  In  December,  1963)  the  keys  of  the  Centres  were 
handed  to  me  and,  by  the  tine  you  receive  this  Report,  the  Junior  Training 
Centre  should  be  operating  and  the  Adult  Training  Centre  just  about  to  commence. 
These  new  facilities  are  much  looked  foiTward  to  by  the  staff  of  the  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  expenditure  will  soon  justify  itself 
by  the  better  results  which  will  nov7  be  obtainable  and  v/hich,  I am  sure,  will 
be  seen  by  members  of  the  Committee. 

I should  like  to  express  ny  thanks  to  all  of  those  voluntary  workers 
who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  many  vi/ays  and,  also,  the  officers  and 
staffs  of  the  District  Council  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help. 
Lastly,  I should  like  to  thank  my  own  office  staff,  who  are  affected  by  the 
increased  work  of  the  different  sections  and  who  have  worked  extremely  hard 
during  the  year.

The  children  had  medical  inspections  during  the  year. 

Transport  is  provided  by  private  bus  companies  - one  operating  from 
Cheadle,  the  other  from  Congleton,  In  addition,  local  children  are  taken  to 
and  from  the  Centre  by  taxi  and  ambulance. 

On  October  10th,  Lord  Newton,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Minister 
of  Health,  accompanied  by  Senior  County  Council  Officials,  visited  the  Centre, 

A number  of  students  were  attached  to  the  Centre  for  periods  of 
practical  training,  and  many  visits  of  investigation  Tirere  made  by  student 
teachers,  nurses  and  social  workers.

Mr.  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentleaen, 

It  is  ay  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and  Bollington  during  the 
year  1963* 

The  Hospital  Plan  and  changes  in  the  regiae  of  the  Parkside  Hospital 
have  brought  about  a marked  change  in  the  rate  of  admission,  discharge  and 
length  of  stay  in  hospital  of  the  mentally  disordered  from  the  local  comunity. 

The  adnission  rate  is  on  the  increase,  but  periods  of  hospitalisation 
are  shorter  and,  no  doubt,  this  contributes  to  the  increased  number  of  patients 
being  re -admitted  to  hospital  after  only  a short  stay  in  the  community. 

Such  a programme  has  placed  heavy  demands  on  the  Mental  Health 
Service,  but  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  is  a growing  av/areness  in 
the  commimity  of  the  value  of  the  work  done  by  the  Mental  ViTelfare  Officer, 

This  Department  offers  a family  casework  service  and  an  increasing  number  of 
direct  applications  for  this  omenity  was  made  by  members  of  the  community 
during  1963. 

Liaison  v;ith  other  agencies,  both  statutory  and  voluntary,  has  been 
maintained  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  worked  very  closely  v/ith  the 
general  practitioner  in  effecting  the  rehabilitation  of  the  mentally  disordered. 

Social  clubs  for  the  mentally  disordered  continued  to  function 
throughout  1963  and  include  the  "Over  16"  Club  for  the  mentally  subnormal, 
which  meets  at  fortnightly  intervals.  In  addition,  several  discharged  hospital 
patients  attended  the  Macclesfield  Disabled  Club. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health 
Committee,  and  to  Dr.  Arnold  Brovm,  County  Medical  Officer,  for  the  opportunity 
afforded  to  me  in  supporting  my  secondment  to  the  Special  One  Year  Course  at 
the  National  Institute  for  Social  V/ork  Training  - this,  I have  now  successfully 
completed. 


I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,  and  Dr.  V/.  R.  Plews,  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  for  the 
help  and  support  they  have  unfailingly  given  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Mental  Health  Department  Staff,  who,  in  addition 
to  the  heavy  demands  made  on  them  by  the  exigencies  of  their  work,  readily  gave 
up  their  off  duty  time  to  assist  at  the  many  social  club  meetings,  etc. 

The  overall  number  of  cases  dealt  v;ith  by  the  officers  of  this 
Department,  as  in  previous  years,  continues  to  increase  and,  in  conclusion, 

I respectfully  submit  a table  of  statistics  showing  the  way  in  which  cases 
referred  to  the  Department  during  1963  have  been  dealt  with  from  this  office. 

It  can  be  seen  that  there  is  a marked  increase  on  those  submitted  for  1962. 

The  figures  do  not,  of  course,  include  the  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with 
by  this  Department.
